Miners. 

The obvious purpose of the forgery is to 
array organized labor against the chief exec- 
wtive in the pending campaign. 

President Roosevelt Makes Denial. 

President Roosevelt tonight sent out the 


_ Zoliowing telegram of denial: 


White House, Washington, D. C., Sept. 
26.—The letter purporting to be addressed 
by me to Michael Donnelly and printed in 
the Miners’ Magazine of Sept. 22 is, of 
course, an absurd and impudent forgery. 

I have written no such letter nor any 
letter evenyresembling it, to Mr. Donnelly, 
nor any oneelse. I have written Mr. Don- 
nelly requesting to know if he has re- 
‘ceived any such letter, and requesting 
him, if so, to at once lay it before the dis- 
trict attorney of Chicago to find . out 
whether it is possible to discover and pun- 
ish the forgers. 
“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 
Shifts Onus on “Wisconsin Toiler.” 
John M. O'Neill, editor of the Miners’ Mag- 
c azine, tonight telegraphed a disavowal of re- 
esponsibility for the forged letter. He de- 
ela res his paper copied it from the Wisconsin 
Toller, believing it to be true. O'Neill even 
insinuated, despite the president’s denial, 


that there was something in the letter.“ 


Government Starts Investigation. 


As soon as the forgery was brought to the 


attention of the authorities an investigation 
was started by legal officers H the govern- 


ment, aud if the guilty person or persons 


can be found they will be prosecuted to the 
fullest extent of the hw. 

„President Donnelly has been communicated 
with by Secretary Loeb under the direction 
of the president, and has been requested to 
inform Mr. Roosevelt if he, Donnelly, ever 


received a letter bearing the forged signature 


of the president, and to give all-information 


in his possession regarding it. 


Will Prosecute the Forger. 

When President Donnelly’s reply is re- 
geived, if it contains any information which 
Will give a clew to the guilty person or per- 
‘ons, it will be turned over to secret service 

officers, and the United States district attor- 
ney, who has jurisdiction over the matter, 
will be notified and instructions be given to 
use the full, power of the government to se- 
cure evidence upon which to obtain a convic- 
tion.

The federal au ties in Colorado also 
have receivod instructions to start a search- 
ing inquiry. editors and publishers of 
the Miners’ ime will be called upon for 
information as to how the letter came into

CLEW LEADS FROM DENVER TO

Editor of the Miners’ Magazine Says 
He Copied It from the Wisconsin 
Toiler—The Editor of That Paper 

Says He Copied It from the St. Paul 

tGlobe—The Editor of the Latter

Tribune Office, 8:30 a. m.—Who forged 
President Roosevelt's name to the letter 
printed in the Union Miners’ Magazine 
of Denver? Who printed the story first? 
At midnight the editor of the Miners’ Maga- 
zine denied any personal responsibility for 
the letter, declaring he copied it from the 
Wisconsin Toller, a secialistic paper pub- 
lished somewhere in Wisconsin. 
A search by wire, telephone, and through 
directories located the Toller at Eau Claire. 

Passes on the Blame. 
At 2:30 a. m. the edftor of the Toiler was 
called to the telephone and questioned as 
to where he got the letter. 
„My assistant gave it to me in the form 
of a clipping,” said he, “ about six weeks 
ago. He told me it was from the St. Paul 
Globe. I showed the article to a prominent 
resident of this city and he assured me that 
he had read it in the St. Paul Globe. As he 
was a truthful man and as the St. Paul Globe 
is a reputable and reliable paper I naturally 
assumed it to be true. 

Denied in St. Paul. 

At 2:45 the editorial! offices of the St. Paul 
Globe were called up by THE TRIBUNE, and 
the entire Who first printed the forged 
letter” chain of circumstance was repeat- 
ed to the night editor. 

“The Globe never printed such a letter,” 
declared he, neither did any other St. Paul 
paper, so far as I know. The first I knew of 
the letter was when the Associated Press 
brought a story about it tonight.“

New York, Sept. 27.— [Special. I—Candidate 
Parker, according to the New York World, 
which aspires to journalistic leadership in 
the democratic campaign, and has acted as 
schoolmaster to the party candidate, has 
taken the management of the democratic 
campaign into his own hands. 

He is igsuing orders as the general in com- 
mand, e still has conferences with the 
leaders, but instead of saying, as he did at 
the beginning, “I think it will be well to do 
that,” or “I agree with you about that,” he 
now says, do that.” He is supplying the 
initiative. He gathered together the ends ot, 
his campaign and made his plan of battle. 
He will do all the directing himself. 

After looking over the fleld for several 
weeks and consulting all comers, Mr. Parker 
advised a certain plan of campaign. His 
advice was only partly heeded. Then he 
ordered that sort of campaign and his orders 
are being obeyed with alacrity. 

The Parker campaign that is now in opera- 
tion in some parts of the country and will de 
in operation everywhere before ten days is 
simple enough. It merely provides for a 
division of work and strict responsibility. 
Instead of allowing one man or one set of 
men to manage everything, Mr. Parker has 
divided the possible democratic territory 
broadly into four parts. He has assigned 
certain men to each territory. He has told 
them what they must do, He has made 
plans subject to local conditions, and he in- 
tends that his orders shall be carried out. 


Military Plan Is Adopted. 

The campaign is semi-military in its out- 
lines. The possible democratic territory is 
thus parceled out: 

DIVISION NO. New York and Connecti- 
cut. 

DIVISION NO. &¥—Delaware, Maryland, 
and West Virginia. 

DIVISION NO. 3—Indiana, Illinois, and 
Wisconsin. 

DIVISION NO. 4—Intermountain and far 
western states, such as Montana, Utah, Col- 
orado, and Nevada.

BILL OF DOCTOR BIG. 


I. C. H. E. Zeigler Asks $100,000 
for Attending Mrs. McVicker. 


Heirs Will Assert Hypnotism Led to 
Signing of Instrument. | 


Dr. L. C. H. E. Zeigler will lay claim to 
$100,000 of the estate of Mrs. James H. Me- 
Vicker. This was the statement of his claim 
against the estate of the woman he served 
as medical attendant for five years made by 


Dr. Zeigler. 

He will base his claim on an alleged con- 
tract for that amount entered into between 
himself and Mrs. McVicker when he first 
entered her service in 1899. Dr. Zeigler, who 
has maintained the strictest secrecy regard- 
ing the existence of the contract and its pro- 
visions, showed the paper yesterday. It is 
signed “Harriet G. McVicker,” bears a 
notary’s seal, and is witnessed. 


Contract Dated Dec. 19, 1899. 

The instrument bears the date of Dec. 19. 
1899, and provides that $100,000 is to be paid 
to Dr. Zeigler out of the estate of Mrs. Mc- 
Vicker after her death. It further provides 
that no payments for medical services shall 
be made during the lifetime of Mrs. Me- 
Vicker, 

Dr. Zeigler says he will file his claim in the 
Probate court today when the case is re- 
opened for hearing. It is reported that he 
will also sue Attorney Leander D. Condee. 

Attorney Condee, counsel for Horace Mc- 
Vicker, admitted that should such a contract 
be in existence it would take precedence 
over the will. ms 

„It would not necessarily have to be wit- 
nessed to hold in court,” he declared, 

„Then what steps will you take to pro- 
tect the interests of Horace McVicker against 
it?” was asked. 

“We know how that contract was ob- 
tained,”’ said Mr. Condee, and will present 
enough evidence to render it valueless,” 


Will Charge Hypnotism. 

It te declared that Mr. Condee will attempt 
to prove that the contract was signed while 
Mra. McVicker was under hypnotic influence. 

Dr. Zeigler replied to this by saying that 
he had witnesses to prove that Mrs. Mo- 
Vicker signed the agreement voluntarily, 
also that hypnotism was not used. 

**T shall also prove,“ he said, that I know 
absolutely nothing about hypnotism.” He 
characterized all the stortes told about him 
as *‘ falsehoods calculated to ruin him.“ 

„There Was no apparent cause for this 
persecution,” he said, “except the exist- 
ence of the contract and my determination 

to prolong Mrs. McVicker’s life, increase her 

comfort and happiness, and protect her inter-

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TIME LIMIT SET 
ON THE TUNNELS, 
Goverment Tells Chieago 


They Must Be Lowered by 
April 15, 1906. 


MUST BE VACATED JAN. 1. 


City Notifies Traction. Company 
to Leave Them in Nine 
ty Days. 


Notices were sent yesterday from Washing~ 
ton by Secretary Taft to the city of Chicago 
and the interested traction companies that 
the work of lowering the tunnels must be 
completed by April 15, 1906. To accomplish 
this work must be commenced soon. Ald. 
Foreman at the same time announced that 
the Union Traction company would be re- 
quired to vacate the La Salle and Washing- 
ton street tunnels in ninety days. N 

Secretary Taft's order was to the effect 
that there must be twenty-two feet of water 
for a width of at least 160 feet near the mid- 
die of the river. Attention was cailed in 
the Mann law adopted by the last congress 
which: declares the tunnels a nuisance and 
confers upon the secretary ot war authority 
to order them removed, The river and har- 
bor act of March 3, 1899, which provides that 
the depth of the river shall be twenty-one 
feet, is aleo referred to. The order de- 
clares that in the judgment of the chief en- 
gineer and of the secretary it is necessary 
to lower the tunnels twenty-two feet to give 
a navigable depth of twenty-one feet. 


Hope to Avoid Lawsuits. 

Fear that the traction companies might 
institute legal proceedings to prevent the 
execution of the order induced the Wash- 
ington officials not to act in accordance with 
the recommendations of Col. Ernst, govern- 
ment engineer at Chicago. Col. Ernst rec- 
ommended that twenty-six feet of water be 
demanded. Ih view of the fact that the gov- 

rnment has kept itself clearly within the 


officials that the city.or the traction com- 
panies will resort to legal tactics to delay 
the work. 7 

Failure on the part of the city and rail- 
road corporations to obey the order of the 
secretary will be punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $10,009, and each and every month 
the corporations remain in default will be 
considered a separate offense, punishable 
by a similar fine. 3 


Order Only a Reminder, 

“The order from Washington is apparent- 
ly a reminder,” said Ald. Foreman. It is 
sent out to let us know that the government 
is keeping close track of the matter. The 
tunnels would be lowered if the notice had 
not been issued. The traction company has 
been told that it must vacate in. ninety days. 

As a matter of fact, the tunnel problem 
will be solved early in January. At that time 
the bores will be abandoned, and by _the 
opening of navigation in April there will ve 
twemty-six feet of water where they now 
are. In 1906 the depth of the river will be 
thirty-one feet. 

“Col. Ernst recommended that the tun- 
nels be lowered sufficiently to’give twenty- 
six feet of water, and the city will do better

ALTA AXWORTHY CAPTURES THE 
HORSE RUVIEW PURSE. 


Big Victory of the Season for 
the Filly and Stamps Her as Best 
Three Year Old in the Country—Race 
Stands as Best Five Consecutive 
Miles for Trotters of That Age —

Cincinnati, O., Sept. 27.—[Special.]—The 
big chestnut filly, Alta Axworthy, again 
showed her superiority over all the other

WISCONSIN TEAM 


Coaches and Students at the 
Badger University Face 
Many Problems. 


MATERIAL IS DOUBTFUL 


Plenty of It, but Quality of New 
Men Is Uncertain—Veter- 
ans Are Mainstay. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Madison, Wis., Sept. 27.—[Special.}—The 
football situation at the University of Wis- 
ecdnsin this fall is perhaps the most uncer- 
tain in its prospects and the most perplexing 
the coaches and followers of the cardinal 
have had to face for a number of years. 
Speculation is rife among the students and 
other adherents of the state eleven as to 
the prospects for a winning team, and the 
chief topic of conversation upon the varsity 
campus is football and the football outlook. 
A great part of the student body is already 
on the ground for the opening of the unl- 
versity on Thursday, and the question one 
hears everywhere la., What kind of a team 
are we going to have this year?’ 

This feeling of uncertainty seems to be 
prevalent among all connected with the 
team, from coaches to youngest sub. Head 
Coach Curtis himeelf is not too sanguine, 
and although he professes to be certain of 
turning out a team that will do credit to the 
university he has many obstacles to con- 
front and many puzzling questions to face, 
which are causing him much worry. 


More Weight Is Needed. 


Last year at this time the prospects of the 

Badger eleven were the brightest. The squad 
meluded some of the stars of the western 
gridiron of the year before, and, while the 
team was not as heavy as that of either 
Michigan or Chicago, there was a fair pro- 
portion of weight, which is now lacking. 
With this dearth of heavy men and much 
green material—which is now practically an 
unknown quantity—to handle, the coaches 
are noncommittal. They have not yet had 
time to get a clear idea of what their new 
men are capable. 
There is no lack of material. At present 
the squad numbers fifty candidates. It 1s 
the quality of these men, which can only be 
discovered by actual work in games, which 
is now worrying those who have charge of 
the team. There are numerous applicante 
for nearly every position on the team, but 
the class of men trying for the team, gen- 
erally speaking, does not class up with that 
of other years. 

The chief problem that is worrying Coach 
Curtis at present is the selection of a quar- 
ter back who has at once the requirements of 
a field captain and the necessary cleverness 
in handling the ball. Another problem 
scarcely less puzzling is the development of 
tackles and a full back. 


Veterans Sure of Places. 


Ot the old men it is likely that most of them 

will hold their former positions. Capt. 
Remp has practically no opposition in the 
center of the line, and Bertke is equally sure 
to be one of his supports. The other guard 
is yet far from decided, although Strom- 
quist is the man who has been worked in 
the position most frequently. 

For tackles there seems to be no one among 
those being worked for that position who 
shows up in true varsity form. Deering and 
Brindley, both of whom have had several 
years of experience on the “scrubs,” are 
making a bid for the places, but neither plays 
the game that will be necessary to stop the 
tackle plays of Michigan or Minnesota. 

For ends Findlay, last year's tackle, and 
Bush, the mate of Capt. Abbott last year, 
look good. They get down the fleld well on 
punts, tackle swiftly and low. If Coach Cur- 
tis can keep Findlay in his present position 
Wisconsin will have a pair of ends hard to 
beat. 

For quarter back Kumstead and Jones are 
working about even, Jones is handling the 
ball in better shape than his opponent, but 
Kumstead ts of additional value for a back 
position on account of his ability as a punter. 
He kicks high and long. but Is slow in getting 
his punts away. 


Back Field Half Settled. 

In the back field, with Vanderboom and 
Wrabetz, the two halves who made most of 
the gains against Chicago last year, in the 
game, the question of a back fleld will be 
half settled. For full back the most promis- 
ing candidate at present seems to be Clarke, 
who will be the heaviest man behind the line. 

If there were more men like those who 
have been mentioned the outlook for Wis- 
consin would be better than it is. But the 
inexperience of the great majority of the 
candidates is a difficulty which it will not be 
easy to surmount. Of the men trying for the 
team for the first time this year few have 
had any training. Their willingness to work 
seems general, but that intuition which must 
belong to every good player, that football 
sense, which is not the result of training so 
much as a natural aptitude for the game, the 
initiative quality which enables a man to 
size up the situation and see the proper 


to be lacking in most of the members of the 
squad, and there has never been a cham- 
pionship team that lacked this quality. 

Until now the men have been taught merely 
‘the A B C of football, but from now on the 
whole attention of the coaches will be de- 
voted to the development of a team to meet 
Michigan in the first championship game of 
the season on Oct. 29. 


„Michigan Is Only Team.” 

„The only team we see is Michigan,” says 
Head Coach Arthur Curtis. Weare trying 
to get into shape for them, and everything 
else is secondary.“ 

Athletics at Wisconsin are kept up entirely 
by receipts from the game. No fee is re- 
quired from the student body as in many 
other colleges, and any deficit in the fund is 
made up by voluntary contributions. The 
football field promises to be a disappointment. 
The new gridiorn for practice work has been 
laid out at the west end of the field and, owing 
to the delay of the contractors, the dirt has 
not yet had time to become firm. Asa result. 
the graund in wet weather is slippery and 
uncertain, making it almost impossible to 
secure satisfactory practice 

There has been some talk of disngreements 
between Head Coach Curtis and Assistant 
Coach Cochems, former half back of the 
Badger eleven. If there is any such feeling, it 
does not appear on the surface. Both men 
seem to be working in perfect concert and 
there is no sign of any disaffection. 


Spirit Is Most Promising, 
The head coach is a brisk, alert man with 
a pleasant manner, whose tones indicate 
however, that he would brook no shirking on 
the part of the men under him. When he 
speaks the players move quickly. There is 
a snap in his voice which calls for action, and 
the men under him work with a will. 

Indeed, it is the spirit of the men which 
promises most for the success of the team. 
Every one is willing and eager to learn, and 
there is more to be hoped for in this spirit 
than in the real ability of the team, which 
does not seem to be of the highest caliber. 
The support given both coaches and players 
by the student body is most stanch. Loy- 
alty is the watchword throughout the col 
and any word of disparagement is regarded 
as the rankest treason. 

Last year the opinion was expressed in 
some quarters that the poor success of the 
team was due in large part to the coach. 
Many thought, with the material then in 
hand he should have developed a better 
team. But there was no such talk in Wis- 
eonsin. If there was any undercurrent of 
dissataisfaction it was never expressed, and 
throughout the entire season the supporters 
of the cardinal followed a losing team with 
the utmost patrjotism. The reéngagement 
of Coach Curtis this season shows the faith 
the university authorities and students have 
in their former tackle and the enthusiasm 
this year is, if anything, stronger than it was 
last year.

That is the only thing I have done that could preve 
disappointing to him. He did not tell me he had 
decided to enter another school, but told men on 
the team that he was going to Swarthmore and 
that he was to receive remuneration for going. 
He expects to play there this year. 

„As for my hounding him out of college, as Mrs. 
Maxwell seems to charge, I have done nothing 
more than refuse him free board. If that is 
‘hounding,’ I am afraid that we would lose the 
whole team. The trouble rests with Max’ him- 
self, who, despite his great bulk, fs still more of a 
boy than a man. I understand he has encour 
aged propdsitions from other institutions ever since 
he has been in the university. He is not loyal to 
the school and never has been.

Gov. Niles of District of Lake Michigan 
Wants to Avoid Charge of Attacking 
an Unprepared Adversary.

Roosevelt refused to rely on the states be- 
cause he sad that New Jersey could not 
contro] an oil company selling oil in every 
other state iv the union, He refused to rely 
on the common law because he saw that 
interstate commerce was by the constitu 
tion a matter for the federal law. By the 
spring of 1903 he had brought congress to 
the point where it was willing to make cer- 
tain additions to the federal law. 
These additions, if one may judge from 

the behavior of Roosevelt's closest f 

in congress, were not all that he had wafted. 


But they were much more than the trusts ; 


‘were willing’ to accept. The petulent re- 
; Mistance offered by powerful trust officials 
will. be remembered. In spite of this re- 
sistance congress’ provided (1) for expedit-. 
ing hearings in suits for the enforcement of 
the anti-trust act of 1890, (2) for enlarging 
the powers-of the interstate commerce com- 
mission and of the courts so as to enable 
1 them to deal more effectively with railway 
rebates, and (3) for the establishment of a 
@epartment of commerce with a bureau of 
corporations authorized to secure Informa- 
tion with regard to corporations engaged in 
intérstate commerce.

But the central fact in the whole 
situation is that Roosevelt's policy of fed- 
eral control bas triumphed over common- 
law state-rights opposition, has been crys- 
tallized in three new federal laws, and has 
drawn from the Supreme court of the na- 


of the federal government in the direction of 
federal control. . 
Ortanised wealth has done much for the 
United States. It is not to be attacked as 
‘organized wealth. But the tendency toward 
monopoly “ gives the state an immediate 
right to interfere.” Since monopoly is na- 
tional the interference must be national. 
And since the situation is new the methods 
of dealing with it must be new. Therefore 
the federal government must from time to 
time take measures to bring the trusts so 
far under its control as to prevent them 
from injuring; as well as benefiting the 
country. 

This is where Roosevelt stands. 


The Milwaukee Sentinel, the main organ 
of the Wisconsin stalwarts, thinks that Tun 
Tristne underestimated the stalwarts 
when it said that their way of arguing 
against a direct primary law was to accuse 
La Follette of ambition.

But 
in most cages, it is true, the delegates are 
not pledged. Then the voters have to form 
an opinion with regard to the personal quali- 
fications of each delegate. This process is 
as much more difficult than the other in pro- 
portion as there are more delegates than 
offices. Under the direct primary system the 
voters nominate one man for each office: 
Under the convention system the voters 
elect many men to nominate the one man.

Some fifty years ago Admiral Sir Edward 
Beicher, in command of the polar expedi- 
tlon for the relief of Sir John Franklin, was 
obliged to issue orders to the captain of 
H. M. 8. Resolute to abandon his ship. and 
on his return to England. he, as well as the 
captain and officers of the Resolute, were 
brought before a court martial for aban- 
déning the ship, and after being put to a 
considerable amount of trouble and expense 
in connection with their defense were honor- 
ably acquitted. 

The Resotute, by the by, was found adri 
by an American whaler more than a thou- 
sand miles distant from the longitude and 
latitude where it had been deserted and 
was brought to New York. The British gov- 
ernment having relinquished all claim to 
the vessel, the United States congress pur- 
chased it from the owners of the whaler, and 
after repairing it presented it to Queen Vic- 
toria. When years afterwards the Resolute 
was broken up at Portsmouth, Queen Vic- 
toria, mindful of a compliment paid to her 
by the American government, caused a large 
and handsome desk to be made of the wood 
of the craft, and in 1880 presented it to the 
presi of the United States, by whom it 
is u at the White house today. :

F the winning of brilliant and decisive we- 
tories be the sole test of a sea fighter’s 
greatness Suffren does not deserve to 

rank with such ‘renowned commanders 

as De Ruyter and John Pau! Jones, Lord 
Nelson and David Glasgow Farragut. If 
audacity and eelertty of action, distinguished 
tactical ability, dauntless courage in facing 
either danger or responsibility, heroic con- 
stancy, and resourcefulness to keep the sea 


of difficulties that would overwhelm any 
but the stoutest heart constitute greatness, 
then Suffren was one of the gréatest warriors 
that ever trod a deck. Suffren’s reputation 
rests mainly upon his Indian ocean campaign. 
If he had been properly supported by the 
French government and his subordinates 
he might have wrested from England her 
Indian empire. The French government 
and his own captains almost utterly failing 
to support him he made astonishing progress 
toward that end single handed. 

Suffren sprang from a noble family of 
Provence. At IT years old he was sent to 
Toulon for his naval schooling. It was a 
time of almost incessant wars in Europe, and 
naval officers got their training, not in the 
peace and quiet of an academy, but upon the 
rolling and often. bloody deck ot a man of 


he received his baptism of fire on board the 
ship Mars, which fought a bloody and suc- 
cessful duel with the British ship North- 
umberland off the Scilly isles. During the 
next forty-four years he was to fight upon 


In 1747 he was captured by the British in a 
fight off Lake, Cape Finisterre. Soon after 
he was exchanged he went to Malta, where he 
was received as a knight of St. John, and 
during six years took part in the knights’ 
obligatory cruises: against their hereditary 
enemies, the Turks and the Algerine pirates. 
In 1759 he was captured again by the British 
in an engagement off Gibraltar. 


In 1778 France recognized the independence 
of the American colonies and war at once 
commenced between England and France, 
and Suffren, as captain of the Fantasque, 
sailed with Vice Admiral d' Estaing's fleet 
for America, and entered upon the brilliant 
part of his career. Foiled tn repeated at- 
tempts to fight the enemy on the coast of 
North America the French admiral on July 
2, 1779, assaulted and took Grenada, a Brit- 
ish stronghold. in the Windward islands. The 
next day the British fleet under Admiral 
Byron .was seen bearing down under fuil 
press of sail. Suffren, whose ship was at 
the rear of the French line, boldly and Ni- 
fully passed to the head of the line, where 
for more than an hour he received the brunt 
of the broadsides from twenty-two British 
men of war. The British having passed 
him, he returned swiftly to his place at the 
foot of the line, and again received the full 
fire of the enemy. His ship was fearfully 
damaged, but mainly as a result of his bril- 


by his guns the British were compelled to 
retire. 

After thirty-five years of subordinate serv- 
ice Suffren was no to have an independent 
command. The French learned that the 


modore Johnston the commission of cap- 
turing the Dutch settlement at the Cape of 
Good Hope. Suffren, having returned to 
France, was dispatched with five ships ot 
the line and several transports with orders 
to outstrip the British, warn the Dutch of 
their danger, and help them beat off the 
threatened attack. Johnston had several 
days start of the! French commander, but 
with such celerity did Suffren proceed that, 
to the surprise of both sides, on April 16, 
1781, he overtook the English at Port Praya 
in the Cape Verde fslands. Two of Suffren’s 
ships were far in the rear of the other mem- 
bers of his fleet. Nevertheless, with cus- 
tomary audacity, the French commander ran 
up the signal to engage and bore down full 
tilt upon the enemy with his flagship, the 
Heros. Only one other of his vessels, the 
Annibal, succeeded in taking a position in 
the midst of the enemy's line. The Heros 
and Annibal made a gallant fight, but the 
British were too many for them, and they 
had at last to put to sea to (void capture. 
The British judiciously decided not to try 
to follow up their advantage.

The 
snowdrops come forth as soon as the snow 
is gone, the hyacinth soon follows, and after

Bulbs uld be put Into the ground as soon 
as received, and never taken from the florist’s 
package and exposed to light and air, which 
means an immediate loss of moisture and 
hence of vitality. If they cannot be set out 

as soon as received they are best put in the 
—— or some other dark, cool place. 

It is a good plan to prepare the beds for 
them while waiting for the dealer to fill your 
order. Dig up the soll to the depth of at least 
a foot. Add to it a liberal quantity of old 
manure, preferably from a cattle yard, and, 
next best, bone meal. A pound to eagh 
twelve feet of soil is about the correct pro- 
portion. Work the bed over till fine and 
mellow. 

A well drained spot is best @or the bulb bed. 
If not naturally so, put at least six inches of 
old crockery, brick, old cans, boots, or shoes 
in the bottom of the bed. Sandy loam is the 
best soll for bulbs. If yours is heavy lighten 
it by adding sharp sand and turfy matter. 

As nothinggharms a bulb more than stag- 
nant water about the roots, especially in 
spring, when it is trying to do its best, round 
off the surface of the bed so that water from 
melting snows and spring rains will run off 
readily. 

Give careful study to the catalogue where 
colors are accurately given. It is more sat- 
isfactory to keep the colors by themselves 
or else to plant them in harmonious con- 
trast. Red, rose, or blue hyacinths look 
well with white 1 dut red, blue, and rose 
together are discordant. 

It is also better to plant the various kinds 
of bulbs by themselves than to mix them 


with others.

one pound carnations and two quarts boil-. 


ing water. Make a sirup from one pound 
sugar and two quarts water; beat the yolks 
of six eggs.

Place on the fire to thicken, but do not al- 
low to boil. Strain the water and add the 
eggs and sirup. Mix well and place in the 
freezer.

ROSE ICE—Any variety of Pose leaves 
may be used. Make an infusion of twelve 
ounces rose leaves in two quarts boiling 
water. Prepare sirup of twelve ounces sugar 
and one quart water. Add to it while still 
hot the well beaten yolks of six eggs. Place 
on the fire to thicken. Strain the rose water, 
add to the sirup, and freeze. 

JONQUIL ICE—Pour four quarts boiling 
water over eight ounces jonquil petals; cover 
and allow to stand six hours;'add twelve 
ounces sugar. Dissolve, strain, and freeze. 

JESSAMINE ICE—Dissolve twelve ounces 
sugar in four quarts boiling water; add six 
ounces jessamine petals; allow to stand dul 
cold. Strain and freeze. | * 

VIOLET ICE—Dissolve one ounce pow- 
dered oris in three quarts boiling water; add 
to it two ounces fresh violets; cover and set 
aside. Make a sirup of twelve ounces sugar 
and one quart water. Take from the fire 
and add six well beaten yolks; place on the 
fire to thicken. Strain the violets and add 
the water to the sirup; when cold freeze. 
A’ few candied violets may be added when 
the ice begins to set.
